Last week we pointed out that, under the philosophy of Individual Re- 
sponsibility and Self-Control, the rider himself is responsible for what hap- 
pens to him and his passenger and it is his duty to maintain control of the 
machine in all circumstances. 

If legislature's of the various states and the Federal Dept. of Transport 
truly want to protect motorcycle riders’ lives, they should get busy trying 
to make up for neglecting the growth of motorcycling for the past 10 years. 

Here are some measures they could propose if they really want to 
Save lives: 

1, DANGERMARK NECKBREAKERS 

Every year a considerable number of lives are snuffed out and many 
riders are injured by the nearly invisible chains, wires and cables hung 
across inviting trails and byways. Some of these *neckbreakers* are de- 
liberately installed to injure or kill motorcycle riders and horsemen. One 
man, on being informed that his neckbreaker took the life of a 16-year-old 
motorcyclist said, “Good. That's what I put it there for." Others may be 
installed by property owners who are unaware that they are erecting a dia- 
bolical device that can take lives. 

In every case, neckbreakers ought to be clearly visible from several 
hundred feet in every possible direction of travel. Attaching simple re- 
flectors or permanent ribbons could do the job. Legislators need to bring 
this hazard to the attention of public and private landlords immediately! 
2.HOLD CAR & TRUCK DRIVERS RESPONSIBLE FOR "I DIDN'T SEE 
HIM" ACCIDENTS WHERE MOTORCYCLE RIDER HAD THE RIGHT OF 


WAY. 

All road users have the responsibility of looking out for other traffic. 
Car drivers especially will have to make an effort to look extra carefully 
now that more motorcycles are on the streets. Especially if they know they 
can no longer get away with the old alibi, *I didn't see him." 


3. ENCOURAGE AND SUPPORT MOTORCYCLE RIDER TRAINING BY 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE AGENCIES. 


Even the smallest training effort improves the Safety record of new 
riders significantly. Why not place an extra $1.00 surcharge on all traffic 
fines to create a fund for motorcycle rider instructiori and safety research? 


4. REQUIRE MOTORCYCLE DEALERS AND RENTAL AGENCIES TO 
OFFER A HELMET TO EVERY BUYER AND RENTER BEFORE ALLOW- 
ING THEM TO RIDE. 

5. INSTRUCT DMV LICENSE EXAMINERS TO DEDUCT POINTS FROM 
MOTORCYCLE LICENSE APPLICANTS WHO FAIL TO WEAR HELMETS 
WHEN TAKING THEIR RIDING TEST. 

6. Legislators may even go so far as to REQUIRE MOTORCYCLE RIDERS 
TO HAVE HELMETS “ACCESSIBLE” AT ALL TIMES THAT THEIR 
MOTORCYCLE IS BEING RIDDEN. This would be in the same spirit as the 


automobile seatbelt laws. Suitable carriers are being developed to accom- 
modate the hats and I suspect that nearly every rider would choose to wear 
his helmet if it was there. But I prefer to reserve the right to make that 
choice. Readers, what do you say?

MORE OF THE STORY 


Am writing in reference to the report 
by Mr. Pettigrew on the ACA race at 
Riverside on the 17th of this month, As 
reported, it was held in conjunction with 
a car race and there was a considerable, 
crowd on hand, From the spectators that 
I talked to, the bike race was a very 
pleasant surprise, kind of like going toa 
good movie and seeing a short subject 
that's as good or better than the feature. 

I can understand the lack of reporting 
for all the races but the 250cc combined 
G.P. and production, In the under 200cc 
combined С.Р. & Prod. race there were 
close to 50 entries on the grid, so the 
reason for confusionis obvious. However 
the 250cc class was relatively smaller. 

At the start of the 250cc race Andy 
Lascoutx from Boston Yamaha jumped to 
the lead with Buddy Parriott in close 
pursuit, Colin Jones clocked Andy at 1:51 
for the 1st lap from the drop of the flag. 
This is 4 sec. off of the fastest time set 
by Art Baumann last June on a similar 
machine. By the second lap both Andy 
and Buddy had stretched their collective 
lead to almost one half a lap. Both were on 
a 5-port Ymaha and both were riding 
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extremely hard. Throughout the remain- 
der of the race their lead over the others 
increased and they swapped first place at 
least 4 or 5 times. Finally on the last lap 
Andy took the lead in the esses on the 
approach to turn 6 he got on the front 
brake a little too hard for the slippery 
track, (due to the rubber and oil from 
the cars), and crashed, putting him out 
and breaking his collarbone. Buddy went 
on to win. Their race-long dice at very 
high speed had the attention of every 
Spectator plus most of us who were lining 
up on the pre-grid for the nextrace, so I 
don't understand Mr. Pettigrew's preoc- 
cupation, Also, I would like to give credit 
to Wes Cooley, President of the ACA, who 
put on the race under not the greatest of 
circumstances and on a track that was in 
very dangerous condition for bikes, Wes 
did not sit back and let *«his boys"! do the 
dhow like so many organizers, He co- 
ordinated the race with the car people and 
had time to don his leathers and take a 
3rd place in the 500GP onhis own Norton 
Manx.

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cept two of the three Expert heats. 

Durkee was so busy changing the track 
record book that many forgot that Dan 
Haaby and Phil Todd won the Expert and 
Amateur Main Events, 

The Ring-Ding Kid broke his own 
track record on the way to his fourth 
straight heat race win in both the one and 
five-lap departments, He was three sec- 
onds faster than the second fastest Nov- 
ice heat and seven seconds quicker than 
the two remaining outings for beginners., 

For the second straight week Durkee 
posted a faster five-lap time than that of 
any of the three Amateur big bike heat 
winners and then pulled the surprise of 
the season by topping the five-lap time 
turned in by Expert heat winner Sammy 
Tanner. 

The Durk really got steamed up for 
the eight-lap final and broke his own one 
lap record no less than four times before 
again lowering the main event time by 
about FOUR SECONDS!! His newone-lap 
trip mark for a 250 now stands at a 
sizzling 23:48. 

It was a Durkee-Suzuki show in the 
final and the young lad now has won nine 
straight without a loss, The last time he 
lost a race at Ascot was on Sept. Ist. 

Meanwhile, Phil Todd returned to ac- 
tion after missing the entire month due 
to a TT spill and walked away with the 
Amateur Main Event. 

This is not unusual for Todd to bea 
winner but what was unusual was the fact 
that a rider by the name of Joe Brown 
won his heat race and finished second to 
Todd in the final. 

There is nothing unusual about the 
name of Brown but it is unusual when 
this same Brown can ride Ascot for the 
first time and blow off the many, many 
Amateurs who have been around all 
season. 

The main reason for the surprise is 
that it was only Brown’s second time on 
a big bike half-miler andhis second time 
without brakes. Three different riders 
tried to take second away from him but 
it was no go for Joe who started half 
mile racing two weeks ago at Tulare. 

Haaby scored the sweep in the expert 
class to again stretch the point lead over 
Mel Lacher. Shorty Seabourne, bidding 
for his third straight Main Event win, 
never saw the front spot and was zapped 
in the heat race by Lacher and the dash 
by Haaby. 

In the final Shorty was trying but had 
to pull to the pits with engine troubles 
for one of the few times this year. He is 
still tied with Haaby and Tanner as the 
only three riders to put two Main Event 
wins in a row together this year, Things 
are tough at Ascot in the Expert class. 

Haaby now has 28 wins on the season 
at Ascot as he bids for his first point 
championship after finishing second to 
Tanner the past two seasons. 

This weekend the half-milers share 
the spotlight with the TT riders on Satur- 
day night. Durkee looks to extend his win 
streak to twelve straight as the novice 
boys also run a dash this time around,

The west coast will host 
the same big ones next year except that 
Tulare will be gone and Santa Rosa mile 
will be added. 

Nixon can go home now and let his 
broken hand heel. George Roeder, who 
has been trying for 15 years to win the 
title, can go back to the farm and get 
ready for next year. It was another late 
try for George and another near miss. 


350 Debate 


He is going to have to hurry if he is 
ever going to win it as the AMA still 
says they are going to lower the limit to 
350cc after next season. Then too, he 
may be the only rider around to ride the 
350’s from the way the talk is going. 

It is an odd set of circumstances re- 
garding the 350 rule, The committee 
voted this far fetched rule in for ‘69 
a couple of years back without asking 
anybody if they were for it, Now some of 
the committee is asking riders and tun- 
ers to write letters to the annual meeting 
this year if they do not favor the change. 

The riders are wondering why they 
have to write letters saying they are 
against it when nobody asked them inthe 
first place. Better write the letters, 
men, before somebody gets the idea to 
lower the limit to 250’s. 


With the 350 rule only one short season 


away there has yet to be a 350 of any 
brand show up that can get out ofits own 
way on a dirt track. Word has it in the 
Midwest that another new 500 association 
is ready to move in when and ifthe AMA 
is blind enough to try and cram this one 
down the throats of the riders and fans, 
The same could well happen in the West 
as none of the promoters are for the drop 
to the ring-dings out this way, either. 

The annual National Committee Meet- 
ing is next month and it will beinterest- 
ing to see just how much time and effort 
will be devoted to the situation that no- 
body wants, or is ready for. Somebody 
must want it as it was voted in two 
years ago. 

There are also a lot of loose answers 
regarding the new AMA Congress that is 
supposed to replace the present commit- 
tee. Can you imagine more than sixty 
motorcycle people agreeing onanything? 

Oklahoma pulled a California last week 
at their first national. Only two Okie’s 
entered and they finished one-two. Nixon 
still calls the land-rush state his home 
and Nix is there when he is not beating 
the bushes, 

It was Freddie’s second National win 
this year and his third for the record 
book, All three are on the dirt ovals.

To better position the load on my 
BMW for the trip to Alaska, I picked up 
two canvas newspaper bags, and into the 
bags were put mos of the heavy things. 
The tarp was removed from the front 
fender where it had been messing up the 
paint, 

I left Sacramento at 2:30 in the after- 
noon on June 5th. My friend Bob let me 
have his transistor radio to use for the 
trip, and it was a real companion. I had 
seen, in May, the same sights that I 
was seeing now on Highway 99. 

At Dunsmuir we pulled in to refuel 
and met a Yamaha rider who had come 
through Idaho and Oregon, He said he 
had been cold all day and asked me what 
lay ahead in the great California Valley. 
There would be rejoicing in his camp 
that night, for the Valley was warm and 
fragrant, 

Turning off onto Highway 97, I madeit 
well around Mount Shasta before the sun 
left me. Since we had been on the road 
not much more than five hours, I felt it 
would be wiser to drive all night. Sol 
cut the speed to a conservative 50-55 
mph in case of deer in the road, and 
swiftly ate up Oregon road, 

Midnight found me in Bend, with half 
of Oregon already digested. The upper 
half is about as barren as the moon, and 
the road in spots looks as if it was built 
exclusively for motorcycles, it’s that 
small. 


Qn Into Washington 


At daybreak I was gassing up at The 
Dalles on the Columbia River, Then, 
after paying the toll and crossing the 
bridge, we were in Washington, Highway 
97 runs alongside the river for five miles 
or so until the top of thehillsare reach- 
ed, then turns north. From this high 
vantage point, one feels as if airborne, 
for the river runs many hundreds of feet 
below, and Eastern Oregon is spread out 
for your inspection like a map. 

Well, after filling my eyeballs and 
resting my back, I thought Pd try my 
250 on a diet of Washington, After cross- 
ing the river there is a low, grassy ran- 
ge of hills for about 30 miles. Then 
they abruptly end, and before you lies 
the Yakima Valley, parcelled off in neat 
sections. 

After an hour of this, there's a brief 
climb through foothills and then we en- 
tered lush forestland, complete with pi- 
nes and tumbling white water. This all 
too soon transcends to a semi-desert 
area along the Okahogan River, and con- 
tinues pretty much the same into Can- 
ada. I was much impressed by the state, 
ore more correctly, the area seen on 
Highway 97. There were no large, moun- 
tainous portions as in California to 
cross.

Well, after logging over 800 continu- 
ous miles on the speedo, the ‘‘let’s 
make it’? group. And while this in-battle 
was being waged, we rolled up to Cana- 
dian customs. 


Border Conversation 


Here we stopped. A young man, dress- 
ed as a fireman, stepped up for the 
checkout, ‘‘Where are you bound for?’ 
says he, ‘‘Anchorage,” ѕауѕ І “Ноу 
much money do you have?’’ says he. 
**Eighty-five dollars," sayd I, *Let me 
see it,’ says he. “Here tiz,’ says I, 
taking off my outer pair of pants to get 
at my wallet. He looked, and after 
marking down the make of the bike and 
the size of the cannon I was hauling, I 
was off. 

We were exuberant, the bike and I. 
The day before at this time I had been 
in the sack in Sacramento, And here I 
was in Canada. We pushed on to the city 
of Penticton, and a few miles past, 
stopped at a terraced campground on the 
Shore of Lake Okanogan, The odometer 
read 997 miles since Sacramento. I oc- 
cupied one of the few remaining camp- 
Sites, as there were more than sixty 
parties already there, 


Time To Rest 


This was my first encounter with a 
Canadian campsite, and I will say the 
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and then walked down to the lake for a 
swim. I found it too cold for my lik- 
ing, so returned to my camp and pump- 
ed up the air mattress. While inserting 
the mattress in the tent, it got snagged 
on a nail on the tent pole and was holed. 
Never was I successfully able to patch 
it as it was plastic, Damn those Blue 
Chip stamps. 

Next day I was up late — as usual. 
Breakfast usually consisted of hot tea 
and something cold, with bread. This 
takes no preparation time and while the 
teapot came to a boil I could roll the 
tent and pack up the other gear. 

From the campground I went five 
miles to the town of Peachland. My ob- 
ject in stopping here was to change my 
American money into Canadian at the 
bank. At this time, the Canadian dollar 
was worth about 92 cents, so I ex- 
changed $20, then did some shopping, 
topped up the tank and was off. 

Because of my previous day's run I 
was pooped, and would stop whenever I 
had the slightest urge. This turned into 
a day of stopping at lookout points, 
pausing for milkshakes, etc. 

The run up to Kamloops was through 
countryside green with trees, dotted by 
lakes and the whole bit, At Kamloops, I 
stopped to change oil, and foolishly put 
in 20-40 instead of the straight 30 to 
R44 I usually use. From Kamloops to 
Catch Creek is about sixty miles, The 
countryside quickly turns dry and looks 
like is near Las Vegas. Catch Creek 
isn’t a town in the usual sense, but a 
flock of gas stations with a store or two 
at the road junction. On the run to 
Catch Creek the bike got so hot it came 
close to seizing, and I was forced to 
stop half an hour and let it cool. 

I stopped for the night at Lake La 
Hache campground, 100 or so miles 
north of Catch Creek. The bike and I 
had only run 350 miles for the day. Was 
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up late, but sure had a nice sleep. Had 
tea in the morning and hit the road, We 
hadn't gone a good five miles when a 
bolt holding the license plate fell out, 
This ‘‘mechanical difficulty’? was put 
right at the next station for a dime. 

We were soon back on the road, andby 
1:30 p.m. had made it to Prince George. 
To my surprise, there was a Safeway 
Food Store here, a chain that has been 
in California for many years. As it 
turned out, stopping to shop turned into 
a hangup, as friendly Canadians wanted 
to jabber. I couldn’t control my impulse 
buying, and upon exiting had a major 
packing job, surrounded by curious kids.

Trouble Time 


After answering all questions, we were 
away. Twenty or thirty miles out of the 
town the road began to decay. The last 
700 miles had been two-lane, but now 
the road had the appearance of not being 
fixed for ten years. Soon after this, the 
paving ended — I mean there was no 
more road. What remained was like a 
plowed field intermixed with 5-inch 
stones, 

I leaned the bike against a tree, ate an 
apple, and thought of my plan of action. 
Out of the dark recesses of my brain 
came the words, “With speed you have 
control,” uttered by a TR-6 rider, So, 
after tightening the steering damper, I 
rushed into it in second gear. 

As we were coming to the end of the 
section the front wheel went into a rut, 
There began a series of front fork os- 
cillations that soon told me I was going 
on my head, Instead of flopping on the 
road as I expected, we went flying off 
into a five-foot ditch, I came to my sen- 
ses, partly under the down-side-up bike. 
But soon the flagman, and occupants of 
the waiting cars, were upon me. 

The bike was unhurt, but my fairing 
was wasted. I had a sore knee and a few 
small cuts, but nothing I couldn't put up 
with. The crowd of Canadians helped 
drag the BMW back up onto the road, 
And after a few adjustments we were 
off. Again,

SCIENTIFIC 
SNIPE HUNT 
SCHEDULED 


An important and far reaching scienti- 
fic discovery has been made in the City 
of California City according to Mayor 
James Riley. In addition to the many 
other attractions of this planned desert 
community, a year long study has re- 
vealed California City to be one of the 
two known places to contain the legen- 


dary and elusive animal, the Snipe. 
Two varieties of Snipe have been 
identified and classified by the Snipe 
research team, They are the Snipeus 
Verde (Green Snipe) and Snipeus Oro 
Gigantus (Great Golden Snipe).

In order to fur- 
ther study of the Snipe the First Annual 
International Snipe Hunt will be held in 
California City on November 4, 1967. 
The purpose of this hunt will be to cap- 
ture Snipe for scientific study, All Snipe 
hunters are invited to participate in this 
event. Official equipment for Snipe hunt- 
ing is a flash light and gunny sack, No 
fire arms, weapons or trapping devices 
will be permitted. Official Snipe hunting 
license may be obtained from the City 
Parks & Recreation Department after 
September 30, 1967, Contact: Roy Sav 
age, Jr. Director of Parks & Recrea- 
tion, phone 373-4884, Box 426, Califor- 
nia City, California 93501.
